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1. This memorendum is s follow up to the informal 
comments on the subject proposal passed to you earlier. 
Because of the extremely short deadline set, we were able 
to obtain comments only from the Office of Scientific 
Intelligence of the Agency. 
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2. The proposed exchange program la aimed at 
solutions to certain environmental or ecological pollution 
problems which boll down to fundamental and applied aspects 
of catalytic oxidation. The basic problem could probably 
be handled best at the outset by an exchange of information 
both by mail and in person without the added expense of en 
exchange of personnel. Planning groups from the two countries 
together would develop complementary research to supplement 
and extend the information exchange. A big unresolved problem 
would be catalysts considered proprietary by US companies. 

This could adversely affect the exchange in one of the moat 
important areas, that of automotive exhausts.
